GOVERNOR APPROVES 


AID FOR DEPENDENT 


CHILDREN MEASURE 


Madison, Wis., July 11.—Governor 


Philipp has signed tbe-bill granting 
aid for dependent children. This is 
a revision of the present law on the 
statute books. 
Under the terms or 
the new law, any judge of a juvenile 
court or a county judge may cause 
an investigation to be made to deter- 
mine whether a child is dependent. 
To assist in making investigations 
and examinations the judge of the 
juvenile court .or of the county court 
may appoint a board of child- welfare 
for his 
county to consist. of .three 
members, who shall hold office at the 
pleasure of the judge making the ap- 
pointment. No salary or'wages shall 
.be paid to the members of this com- 
mittee but they shall be reimbursed 
their actual and necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their 
duties This board is directed by law 
to advise and consult with the judge 
regarding the best method of invesi.- 
gating cases; 
establish a 
basis ut 
household expenses to 'Compute the 
amount 
of aid to be extended 
to 
needy 
families, 
and to advise fami- 
lies how to keep accounts of expens- 


The board also has the power to 
advise the judge when discontinuance 
cf payments shall be made or any 
decrease in the amount of aid. 
Aid 
for dependent children shall be grant- 
ed on the following'conditions: 


There must be one or more children 
living with or dependent 
upon 
the 
mother or grandparents or person hav- 
ing the care and custody 
of 
such 
children, one or more of whom shall 
be under the age of fourteen years 
or between the ages of 14 and 16 and 
unable to work. The mother or grand- 
parents or such other person must 
have resided in this state one year 
and in the county in which applica- 
tion is made for aid six months prior 
to the date of such application. The 
present law provides that aid may be 
granted to a mother divorced from. 
her husband. 
Such deserted or di- 
vorced mother need not 
show 
that 
she has used all provisions of law to 
enforce support. 
The ownership by 
a mother of a homestead shall not 
prevent the granting of aid under the 
provisions of the 
law, if the rental 
thereof would not exceed the rental 
which a family of the same size as 
the family of such parent receiving 
aid, would be obliged to pay for liv- 
ing quarters. 
. 
The aid granted shall be sufficient 
to enable the mother, 
grandparents 
or person having the custody of such 
children to properly care for the chil- 
dren and shall not exceed fifteen dol- 
lars a month for the first child and 
ten dollars a month for each addi- 
tional child, and in no case shall any 
family receive 
more 
than ?40 per 
month except in Milwaukee; in Mil- 
waukee the maximum family aid may 
be $50.

WINS ENTIRE MOUNT 


FOR FRENCH TROOPS 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.] 


With the -French Armies in Cham- 
pagne, July II.—The most remarka- 
ble feat of markmanship of the war 
occurred on May 20, during artillery 
preparation that preceded tne French 
final '.onquest of Mount Cornillet and 
Mounts Teton and ' Casque. 
A French gun crew, manning one 
of the new 400 
milimeter 
French 


guns, and firing at a distance of not 
leas than ten miles, placed one or 
their projectiles much larger than a 
human being and weighing over half 
a ton in the ventilating shaft of the 
Germans' tunnel under Mount Com:l- 


This one shot can actually be said 


to- have made pbssible the French vic- 
tory of the same day in which '.he 
final conquest was made of the nortn- 
ern slopes of the MoronvHHer crest 
from Cornillet to Mount Teton. . 
The tunnel under Mount Cornillet, 
was one of the veritable masterpieces 
of defensive organization which the | 
Germans have perfected in the hopos | 
of maintaining an unbreakable hold 
on French soi}. The system of tun- 
nels uniferneath' in which reserves 
could be kept safe from all bomuarrt- 
ment was calculated to render ths 
Mount absolutely untakable and to 
insure 
permanently 
the Germans 
stranglehold on Champagne. 
The tunnel consisted of three gal- 
leries which were united in the cen-: 
ter by a cross corridor. Several ven-' 
mating shafts extended upward to 
the top of the mountain and venti.a- 
tlo.n was assured by hand-worked vcn- 
Ultt°was this tunnel that on April 17, 
in thV original French attack along 
the Moronvillier front, that checked 
the French on the extreme left.

lected. By the arrangement now made 
the Hwangpu conservancy board, which

consin. Foremost among these is the 
amendment of the workmen's com- 
pensation law. 
There is scarcely a 
section 
of 
the 
compensation 
act 
which was not changed.' The net ef- 
fect of the changes made is to liberal- 
ize the law and to increase the bene- 
fits, to injured workmen. . The maxi- 
mum wage basis and the percentage 
of compensation were not altered, but 
additional compensation is given for 
all the more serious injuries. For in- 
stance, the old law limited the com- 
pensation payable to- a workman per- 
manently 
totally disabled to 
six 
times his annual wage. 
Under the 


power of the industrial commission 
to supervise 
building 
operations 
throughout the 
state. 
Another bill 
transfers the work of flre prevention 
from the insurance department to the 
industrial commission. 
Still another 
act allows cities 
to 
establish city
